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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  COOPERATIVE  STATE-FEDERAL  SHEEP  AND  CATTLE 
SCABIES  ERADICATION  — FISCAL  YEAR  1959 


Psoroptic  Cattle  Scabies  - Psoroptic  scabies  was  diagnosed  in  27  herds  in  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Nebraska,  Texas,  Kansas,  and  Colorado.  Nine  lots  were  found  to  be  infected 
upon  arrival  at  public  stockyards,  and  the  one  infected  lot  in  Colorado  had  been 
shipped  to  an  auction  market  from  an  infected  herd  in  Kansas.  Scabies  outbreaks 
were  also  found  by  veterinary  practitioners,  and  by  routine  tracing  of  infected 
and  exposed  animals.  Herds  involved  in  these  outbreaks  were  treated  under  super- 
vision. 

The  27  infected  herds  represent  a significant  increase  over  fiscal  year  1958, 
when  four  infected  herds  were  found  in  the  States  of  Iowa,  Colorado,  and  Kansas. 
There  was  also  a significant  increase  in  eradication  activities.  During  1959, 
5,855,408  cattle  were  inspected  and  268,364  treated  compared  to  2,139,102  and 
117,768  respectively  during  1958.  Systematic  inspections  were  carried  out  in 
the  panhandle  area  including  counties  in  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico, 
and  Colorado.  Tracing  of  possibly  infected  or  exposed  animals  was  done  promptly. 
Inspectors  also  concentrated  on  inspections  of  feedlot  cattle. 

In  February  1959,  a Federal  quarantine  was  placed  on  Clark,  Gove,  and  Meade 
Counties  in  Kansas.  The  quarantined  areas  were  reduced  as  the  disease  was  eradi- 
cated, and  as  of  July  1,  1959,  only  Gove  County  remained  under  quarantine. 


Psoroptic  Sheep  Scabies  - Psoroptic  scabies  was  reported  in  736  flocks  of  68,626 
sheep  in  276  counties  in  24  States.  This  compares  with  reports  for  previous  years

During  1959, 

10,848,946  sheep 

were  inspected  and 

309,609  dipped 

, compared  to 

9,500,782  inspected  and  356,854  dipped  during  1958. 

The  outbreak  in  Lea  County,  New  Mexico,  was  the  first  case  in  that  State  since  1953, 
and  although  the  source  of  infection  has  not  been  determined,  evidence  points  to 
its  introduction  from  another  State.  Infected  and  exposed  flocks  were  treated 
under  supervision. 

Scabies  Training  Course  - Fifteen  State  and  Federal  inspectors  attended  a three-day 
training  course  at  Ames,  Iowa.  The  course  was  held  in  March  1959.  Its  purpose  was 
to  train  field  employees  in  the  fundamentals  of  diagnosis  and  principles  of  scabies 
eradication.
